The telegram says that in the course 
of an interview President Ebert de- 
clared: 


"I am in complete accord with the 


imperial government. 
We 
have 
not 
so far deviated from the declarations 
we made on Friday night as to reply to 
the insurgent ultimatum. 
There can 


be no question of an understanding 
with the perpured enemies of the Ger 
man constitution. 


"I replied to a telegram from General 
Greener, asking me to await on him 
for a verbal* discussion, but so far he 
has not arrived." Ebert continued. 
"General Merker had 'no commission 


from us to negotiate with the insur- 
gents. We. on the contrary- told him 
we must adhere to the declarations we 
made Friday night, and we informed 
representatives of the coalition parties 
we must insist on unconditional retire 
ment of the insurgents. •

By this 
method students give double time in 
the laboratory, Just as In chemistry or 
other courses, which have had such 
work for a long time. They do their 
work under supervision and each stud- 
ent Is permitted to make such progress 
as he* is capable of making. The credit 
Riven for the course varies according 
to the amount accomplished. 
In this 


way students do thoroughly the work 
which they do. An already statrd. the 
number interested in the study of Crock 
language' has been steadily Increasing 
until the department thin year ha* a 
Iwinnins class of 3*. Courses arc al«o 
Driven In thirf department for those who

wish through the medium of English 
to gain as much knowledge as poBxiblc 
of the GrppK life and civilisation.

STUDENTS ADOPT POINT 
SYSTEM FOR OFFICERS 


The report of the special committee 
on a point system for Granville col- 
lege. which was submitted to 
the 


student council, came before the stu- 
dent body for action a few days ago, 
and was accepted. The system pro- 
vides- that "no man in Granville college 
shall -be permitted to Have at any time 
more than the number of points pre- 
scribed: for instance, senior, 20 points; 
junior. 17 points; sophomore. 14 points: 
freshman, 12 points; special students 
to have the number of points allowed 
the classification to which they are 
nearest. Activities and 
offices also 
have their prescribed points, the high- 
est number — 10 points — going to the 
president of the student council; presi- 
dent of the Y. M. C. A.: editor of the 
Denisonian, and editor of the Adytum. 
From those offices the points are in a 
descending scale— down to one point. 
This sytfcem is to prevent the over- 
burdening of a few men with offices 
and honors in the gift of the student 
body, and to distribute them more im- 
partially among a greater number of 
meji equally c;i|>ai'le.
